The Tax OH AlcohpL 


In arranging tor new sources of reve- 


nue, the ways and means committee in 
congress have undoubtedly to take into 
account the internal revenue as well us 
the tariff laws, and under such ciroum- 
stancos it is incumbent upon, the com- 
mittee to consider whether 01 not the 
present method 
of taxing 
alcohol 


should not be revised. 
Commercial— 


that is, high test—alcohol- has been 
selling lately at the distilleries, before 
the duty has been paid, and without 
charge for the packages, at the rate of 
about ten cents a gallon. The tax np- 
on this is $2.07 a gallon, so that, the 
impost is equivalent to a tax burden of 
more than 2000 per cflnt. There is 
probably no tax imposed by the United 
States, whether in customs or internal 
revenue, that begins to compare with 
this in extraordinary proportions. It is 
absurd on the face of it that alcohol 
used in, say the 
manufacture 
of 


varnish, or in the preparation of medi- 
cine, should be made to cost by a tax 
$2.17 a gallon, when without the tax 
price would be 10 cents a gallon. 
The 


only reason that can be advanced for 
this impost is that, as a beverage, our 
own government and all of the civil- 
ized governments of the world believe 
that alcohol is a commodity which can 
be easily made to pay an enormous tax. 
But alcohol as a basis for varnish does 
not calif or a tax any more than turpen- 
tine would when similarly employed, 
and the only reason urged against ex- 
emption in these respects is that if dis- 
criminations were made it might he 
difficult for the government to prevent 
the practice of fraud; that is, persons 
would obtain exemptions from the tax 
and would then use the alcohol thus 
freed as a beverage instead of in the 
trades and arts. 
Ib is asserted, and 


experience proves the assertion to have 
a good basis to rest upon, that in other 
countries of the world it is found possi- 
ble to make this division; to impose a 
considerable tax upon alcohol which is 
used as a beverage, and yet to make a 
remission of tax in those cases' where 
the alcohol is used for other than 
drinking purposes. 
It is, more than 


this, urged that the government.should 
grant to our domestic manufactures, as 
it does not at the present time, the 
right to receive a rebate on the alcohol 
used in manufacturing goods intended 
for export. 
If an Amoriuau manufac- 


turer imports his alcohol and thus uses 
it, he can, when the goods are ex- 
ported, claim a rebate from the gov- 
ernment, but if he buys American 
made alcohol and thus employs ifc no 
rebate is accorded him. 
The entire 


subject is one calling for reasonable 
congressional action. 
The quesitou of 


rebateea and exceptions has been made 
a stnay by a songressionl committee, 
of which Senator Plate, of Oormootiout, 
is chairman, and with the data relating 
to the experieence of foreign countries 
that have beeu collected, the ways and 
meaus committee should be in a posi- 
tion to formulate law that would re- 
move the burden now imposed on legiti- 
mate business enterprise, while still 
securing 
for 
the 
government the 


revenue that ifc needs by heavy taxes 
upon alcohol consumed as a beverage.

Nothing more daring has been dono 


in the house during either of the auto- 
oratio reigns of Czar Reed than the 
passing in a few hours of the appropri- 
ation bills which failed to become laws 
at the last session of congreess, without 
reference to any sort of committee and 
practically without debate. Just stop 
and think for a moment of the audacity 
of this proceeding. Here is a new 
house, more than one third of its mem- 
bers being men who did not belong to 
the last house and who know no more 
about the items in those appropriation 
bills than if they bad been prepared in 
Africa. 
These bills were brought for- 


ward and the house was ordered to pass 
them "sight unseen," as the boys used 
to aay about swapping concealed arti- 
cles, although thay carried many mil- 
lions of tho people's money and it was 
admitted by some of the Republicans 
who helped to force them through that 
they contained items that were ques- 
tionable, as well as those that-were ex- 
travagant. And this remarkable as- 
sumption of authority ou the part of 
Ozar Reed had not even the excuse of 
urgency and lack of time to have tho 
bills take -the regular course of such 
measures.

the members of the house to draw their 
salaries and dispose of the money with 
out consulting him, and who also al- 
lowed them to vote themselves extra 
mileage. 


Representative "Champ" Olaik, of 


Missouri, made a red-hot speech in the 
house on the new method of passing 
appropriation bills, saying in part: 
"The longer a man lives the more he 
finds out. 
First and last, I've said 


some unkind things of the United 
States senate, had poked considerable 
fun at it. 
In the days of 1894, I was 


so exasperated at its conduct that, al- 
though I believe in two legislative 
bodies, I was in favor1 of abolishing it. 
But in this distinguished presence I 
wish to retract all the criticisms I have 
made against it. I thank God that the 
eenato remains a deliberative body. 
In this house we are going through the 
most amazing, most astounding per- 
formance which ever took place on this 
continent." Speaking directly to the 
Republicans, Mr. Clark said: "In the 
campaign of last year you charged 
6,500;000 voters of this country with 
being anarchists. You are the real 
anarchists. 
What is anarchy? It ia 


running the affairs of a country with 
out government. 
You are doing just 


what you charged us with wanting to 
do, but let me tell you, a day of reck- 
oning will come." 


Mr McKiuley and other Republicans 


are much alarmed at the signs of a 
tariff revolt in the senate. It is given 
out by prominent Republican senators, 
among them members of the senate 
finance committee, which has already 
taken up the subject, that the MuKin- 
ley tariff bill, No. 2, will not do,, and 
that they are going to amend it so it 
will not be recognized. It is, of course, 
possible that these Republican senators 
are only making a bluff to give Mr. 
McKinley an opportunity to offer them 
inducements in the shape of patronage 
to support his tariff bill, but the man- 
ner in which the senate amended the 
two last tariff bills passed, is calculated 
to make Mr. MoKinley believe it means 
something more serious. 


There is a rumor that Secretary Bliss 


has resigned because Mr. McKinley 
compelled him to accept the resigna- 
tion of Land Commissioner Lamereux, 
which was tendered before the olose of 
the 
Cleveland 
administration, 
and 


which Bliss had refused to accept be- 
cause of accusations made in connection 
with the Chicago lake front land case 
but the rumor is denied. 


Although the output of the adminis- 


tration pie-plant continues limited in 
quantity, the fact is noted with wrath by 
those who were not original McKinley- 
ites that nearly all that has been dished 
onfc has gone to the original McKinley 
men. 
This, too, in the face of Mr. 


MoKinley's continued reiteration of his 
intention to recognize no factions of 
his party in making appointments. 
It 


is beginning to dawn npon the minds 
of some of the Republicans, who were 
not for McKinley before the St. Louis 
convention, that they are being tricked. 
Whenever one of them looms up as a 
prominent aspirant for a good position, 
t "happens" that he rnns against Mr. 
JoKinley's very convenient rule not to 
appoint men who cannot get the in- 
,orsement of their entire congressional 
ielegation. It looks very much as 
;hough the old anti-McKinleyites would 
lave to content themselves with the 
jmaller federal offices in their states, 
while King Hanna takes care of "our 
Iriends."

Hon. A. G. Thompson received a 


telegram from Oolninbns this 
after- 


noon, notifying him that the supreme 
court had passed upon the case of Amos 
B. Cole \s. D. Shannahan & Co. The 
circuit court was reversed. This decis- 
ion is final, and the case cannot be re- 
opened. 


D. Shannahan & Co. is a firm of 


railroad contractors, with headquarters 
at Lonisivlle, Ky. The firm consists 
of D. Shannahan, 0. M. Shannahan, E 
P. Powell and D. H. Shannahau. The 
firm had the contract for grading and 
building a large portion of the C. & O. 
railroad between Ashland and Coving- 
ton. 
They sub-let about six miles of 


the work near South Portsmouth to 
Amos B. Oole. Cole was advanced 
money on the contract ,from time to 
time on estimates of the enigneer in 
-charge. When the work was completed 


and the chief engineer inspected it and 
submitted his final estimate, it showed 
that there was nothing duo Oole—that, 
in reality, he had been overpaid. Oole 
claimed that there was something like 
$4,000 dne him, and through his at- 
torney, T. C Anderson, brought suit 
against D. Shamjahaii & Co. 
Hon. 


Wella A. Hutohins and Hon. A. 0. 
Thompson were employed to look after 
the interests of the contractors. 
When 


the case otvtne up for trial. in common 
pleas court, Messrs. Hatchius 
and 


Thompson raised the point that in all 
railroad contracts it was stipulated 
that the work be accepted by the chief 
engineer in his finnl estimate. In thia 
case tho chief engineer had decided 
that there was nothing dne, and that, 
in reality, Colo had been overpaid. 
The court sustained their motion to 
take the case from the jury and dismiss 
the suit. 


Mr. Anderson carried the case to the 


circuit court aud later secured a decis- 
ion reversing tho common pleas court 
and remanding the case for trial. Hon. 
Wells A. Hutohins made his last ap- 
pearance in the court room at this 
time. He died shortly afterward. Mr. 
Thompson, confident that his point was 
well taken, would not try the case in 
common pleas court, but carried it up to 
the supreme court. There the case wag 
argued by Mr. Thompson and Mr. An- 
derson a short time ago. As stated in 
the beginning, the supreme court re- 
versed the circuit court, sustaining the 
rulings of the lower court. Thia ends 
the case, as the decision of the supreme 
court is final. Oapt. Cole's claim, 
with interest, nmouurs to over $0,000. 


The decision of the supreme court is 


a decided legal triumph for Judge 
Thompson, and he ia being warmly 
congratulated by members of the bar 
over the outcome of the case.

Senator Hoar Describes Them 


In Eloquent Speech. 


PBOGEESS ON THE AEBITKATION. 


All the Amendments Kecommencicd by 


the Committee ou For«Jgru Reliitions 
•Were Agreed to Withont Dlvimon—Mr. 
Forakcr Sncgesteil ft Chung* For » Sep- 
arate Tribunal In J£a«h Settlement. 
Washington, March 23.—The Anglo- 


American arbitration treaty 
was ad- 


vanced considerably towards final rati- 
fication by the senate and before the 
long executive session closed all the 
amendments 
recommended by 
the 


committee on foreign relations were 
agreed to without division. 


These amendments are: 
First-r—To 


provide that all agreements for arbi- 
tration entered Into by the executive 
branch of this government with 
the 


British government, shall be subject to 
the ratification of the senate. 


Second—Striking out the provision 


constituting members of the 
United 


States supreme permanent members of 
the proposed tribunal of arbitration. 


Third—Elimnating the provision for 


an umpire and therefore striking out 
the provision agreeing upon King Os- 
car, of Sweden and Norway for this 
office. 


The principal debate of the 
day 


arose on an •amendment to the com-.. 
mittee amendment in regard to the 
supreme court, 
offered 
by 
Senator 


Morgan, and It was upon this amend- 
ment that the only aye and nay votes 
occurred. Senator Morgan, moved to 
strike out the words "Jurists of re- 
pute," which the committee proposed 
to substitute at the points where jus- 
tice of the United Sbates supreme 
court were mentioned in articles III 
and VI of the treaty. The deba.te was 
participated in on tho one side by 
Senator Morgan and on bhe other by 
Senators Davis and Lodge, who op- 
posed the motion. 


On the roll call on the amendment 


to article III to vote was 19 to 25 ami 
on that to article VI, it was 24 to 26. 
The reason for the increased vote on 
the^second propositions was the belief 
on "the part of some senators that as 
the article in regard to 
territorial 


claims provides that some of the Brit- 
ish members, of the., arbitration tri- 
bunal shall be members of the supreme 
court should also be recognized 'to act 
In the same capacity. 


With the committtee amendment dis- 


posed of individual senators w~ere rec- 
ognized to 'suggest amendments. 


Senator Foraker also suggested au 


amendment providing for a separata 
tribunal for the settlement of each 
question as it might arise under the 
treaty. 
This amendment was not 


reached In the discussion, but Senator 
Bacon said if it could be adopted he 
-would feel justified in withdrawing his 
amendment eliminating the claims 
against southern states from the oper- 
ation of the treaty. 


An amendment offered by 
Senator 


Chllton provoked some very 
spirited 


epeeches toward the close of the day's 
session. 
This amendment provides 


that the senate shall decide in each 
case what matter shall be submitted to 
arbitration ami declares for the princi- 
ple of arbitration in settling all Inter- 
national disputes. 


The amendment was attacked as 


being calculated to rob the treaty of 
its distinctive characteristics and 
it 


was asserted that if accepted It would 
leave the agreement a mere shell of its 
former self, possessing neither vitality 
or character. 


In this connection Senator Hoar 


made an able and eloquent speech in 
favor of the treaty. In its peroration 
he spoke of the horrors of war and 
made special reference to those of the 
late War. That war was for principle 
•uch as all wars should be. Wars of 
•uch a character that the young bride 
gave up 'husband 
and 
the widowed 


mother her only son 
in defense of 


principle should be welcomed. 


Senator Stewart 
followed 
in 
the 


same patriotic vein, but in opposition 
to the treaty. • 


Senator Chilton spoke in behalf of 


his amendment, requiring all agree- 
ments made to be subject to ratifica- 
tion by the senate. 


There was some discussion of the 


Monroe Doctrine and Senator Morgan 
took the floor to address the senate on 
this phase of the treaty when the sen- 
ate adjourned. 


TARIFF UKRATK. 


McMillln of Tennessee had been se- 
lected to reply to Mr. Dlngley,. but at 
the last moment it was learned that 
Mr. McMillin had been unable to pre- 
pare himself, owing to the illness of 
his wife. The task, therefore, devolved 
on Mr. Wheeler. The latter was un- 
prepared, but nevertheless took 
the 


floor for an hour. 


Mr. Bell of Colorado blazed the path 


for the Populists. 
The 
only other 


epeaker of the day session was Mr. 
Hopkins of Illinois, a member of the 
Ways and means committee. 


The first applause came when Mr. 


Dingley referred to the purpose of the 
bill to "encourage the stricken indus- 
tries of the country," and was con- 
tinued at intervals 
throughout his 


speech. 


Toward'the close members crowded 


up the aisles and stood close about him. 
When he finished, at the end of about 
an hour, the Republicans applauded 
for fully a minute, the galleries join- 
ing in the demonstration. 


General 
Wheeler of Alabama, the 


old cavalry leader of the Confederacy, 
opened for the opposition. 


Mr. Wheeler began with the state- 


ment that the bill had been secretely 
prepared by the 11 members of the 
comimttee on ways and means aud 
framed almost in the language of the 
petitions presented'by protected Inter- 
ests. Since the star chamber measure 
came to light on last Monday, he said, 
the conservative presc of the country 
had denounced it in unmeasured terms. 


The bill increased the duty on many 


articles far above the McKinley rates 
and in some instances exceeded the 
McKinly rates by from 50 to 100 per 
cent. 


Nearly every paragraph was changed 


from the advalorem rates under the 
Wilson bill to either the specific or 
compound rates, the effect of which 
was to increase enormously the duty 
upon cheaper articles that are- pur- 
chased by those who work and lessen 
the tantf upon the expensive articles 
that are purchased only by the rich. 


Mr. Hntma's Maiden Effort. 


Washington, March 23.—The senate 


agreed to a resolution requesting the 
president for information relative to 
the Imprisonment and death of Dr. 
Ruiz in Cuba. Beyond this the brief 
session, lasting but 10 minutes, was de- 
voted to the presentation of bills and 
reports. Among the reports was that 
on the Lodge bill restricting immigra- 
tion by an educational qualification. 


Among the bills Introduced were 


those by Mr. Hanna of Ohio for a.pub- 
llc building at Cleveland, and by Mr. 
Chandler of New Hampshire for the 
exclusion of alien anarchists. The in- 
troduction of Mr. Hanna's bill was the 
first business he had brought beforo 
the senate. 


NO CHANGE. 


They Want Action. 


Washington, March 23.—By ,a com- 


parison with the crowds of'last week 
the number of people at the White 
House was not large. It is noticeable, 
however, that among the president's 
callers are persons who, having called 
soon after the 4th of March to file ap- 
plications for planes for constituents, 
are now, after waiting what they re- 
gard as a reasonable period of time, 
coming back to urge action. Senator 
Wolcott was one of such, and it ap- 
peared that he learned with more posi- 
tlveness than heretofore from the pres- 
ident that he is not to be hurried in 
filling places. 


Pablo Gomez Extrnelitrrt. 


Washington, March 23.—The secre- 


tary of state has granted the request 
of the Mexican government for the ex- 
tradition of Pablo Gomez, and the nec- 
essary warrants have been issued.

day of the tariff debate in the house 
was rather tamo from both a spectacu- 
lar and an oratorical standpoint.

sence of that sharp cross firing which 
keeps the nerves on edge 
and that 


brilliant eloquence which inspires and 
holds the Imagination.
